Lconviction. 'The elections in Iowa, Vermont and Maine 
i«ve not had the slightest influence upon onr judgment; 
'and this, we believe, is the general conviction throughout 
the South. It is impossible to realize that the people of 
all the Middle and North-Western States are as besotted 
by fanaticism and insane hatred of the Sonih as the votes 
of Iowa, Vermont and Maine exhibit those three States 
to be. Pennsylvania, New Jersey, Indiana and Illinois 
are looked to as ramparts of conservatism that will stay 
the torrent and save the Union. In addition to these, 
Connecticut, New York and Michigan are looked to hope¬ 
fully to stand up to the Constitution and rescue the Union 
from the impending danger. This conviction that there 
is no serious ground to apprehend the election of Fremont 
will acconnt for the comparative silence and seeming 
apathy of the Southern people on this subject. 

Our esteemed correspondent, whose commnnication 
headed “ The Policy of the South in the event of Fre¬ 
mont’s Election,” will be found below, takes a less 
sanguine view of the future, and he invites public atten¬ 
tion to the next step in the programme. He is a man 
whose views are entitled to much weight. He was one 
of the most zealous and effective, as he was one of the 
most able champions of the Compromise of 1850, and of 
the Union party of 1850 and 1851, in our State. He 
is not, and has not been of the school of Fire-Eaters, but 
on the contrary, has belonged to that class referred to in 
the Declaration of Independence, who “ are more disposed 
to suffer while evils are sufferable, than to right them¬ 
selves by abolishing the forma to which they are accus- 
■ med.” 

It may not be amiss to look the worst possible contin¬ 
gencies in the face. It, at least, is the part of prudence 
' counsel together and be prepared to answer, what shall 
i do in case of Fremont’s election ? We cannot begin 
too soon “ to set our house in order ” for the great and 
tremendous change which such a result would bring upon 
the country. We look upon a disaqlation of the Union 
on account of this slavery question as inevitable, sooner 
or later. It is only a question of time when it will take 
place. The election of Mr. Buchanan and the conserva- 
influence which will go in with him may, and proba- 
will, bold the country together four years longer. 
Possibly the Democratic theory of non-intervention by 
Congress with slavery may, in that time, receive a peace¬ 
ful and triumphant solution. But the probabilities are 
that the virus of abolition fanaticism is so deep seated in 
the pditical system, that dissolution must ensua 
Yet the people of the South, like men in full health 
and vigour who, though knowing they must die, think the 
day afar off, and postpone making their will and adjusting

BOW SOUTHERN MEN TALK WHEN IT IS SAFE. 

Correspondence of The Richmond (Va.) Enquirer. 

New York, Sept. 15,1856. 
Gentlemen : Being born and educated in Mobile, but 
jw a resident of Buffalo, yet I am tenacious of my 
Southern principles, and have an interest in “ that pecu¬ 
liar institution.” otherwise. Allow me to say, plainly, 
that the most serious obstacles the Democracy have to 
contend with in the rural districts of the North, are some 
few slaveholders visiting us, and some few Fillmore 
speakers who are as thick as grasshoppers from the South. 
While addressing a political meeting in Oonrtland County, 
a few days since, I was boldly met in my arguments by a 
slaveowner of some fifteen slaves in your State (who mar¬ 
ried in Virginia), who stated that the ” people of Virginia 
could not have a political opinion that was humane and 
just, because her politicians governed her wdh more than 
Austrian despotism." Said be: “ The evils of the exten¬ 
sion of slavery find no advocates in the breast of a true 
Virginian.” , ■ 

At Auburn 1 was confronted by another Virginian— 
the owner of 10 slaves—who stated that “ Slavery had 
degenerated Virginia to a fifth-rate State; whereas, had 
she been a free State she would have been the foremost 
one in the Union; and that if she were to emancipate 
her slaves to^3ay, in five years, by the emigration of Yan¬ 
kee farmers, the value of tbs whole State would be en¬ 
hanced four fold.” I said to him, “ why don’t you have 

courage enough to say so among your own people?^”_He 

replied, “ Why, a few politicians govern us, ai 
be expelled from the State.” . , 

A Fillmore meeting in Buflfelo was held some six weeks 
since, and a Southern lawyer from Baton Rouge, boldly 
proclaimed “ that the repeal of the Missouri Compromise 
was not asked for by the South, the boon was tendered 
to them by Northern Benedict Arnolds, for Southern 
favours—but their names are as infamous in the South- 
West as they are to the constituents they betrayed.”

_ Unless the Free Soil views of the North be changed, 
disunion is inevitable.

Paradoxical as it may seem, it is nevertheless true, that 
some ot the most telling blows in aid of the cause of Fre¬ 
mont at the North come from the Sonth—from that very 
inner recess of Southern ultraism. South Carolina, and 
from the strongest partisans of the professedly Southern 
Democratic party . Wild and visionary in counsel and im¬ 
practicable in action, they present the spectacle of an army 
marching into the face of the foe without preparation or 
concert, and choosing the most untenable point upon which 
to meet his attack.

It 
will never abandon the constitutional rampart which the 
{federal compact raises for its protection ; it will never give 
to Northern ultraism the triumph—for triumph it would 
be—of driving it out of the Union ; it will never expose 
itself, defenceless as it then would be, to enemies who would 
neither regard its rights nor grant it even the privilege of 
>i honorable capitulation. 

The South out of the Union —the idea appears to us the 
extremity of folly. It would be a disgraceful abandon¬ 
ment of the contest, a yielding to the foe without a strug¬ 
gle, and a confession of weakness that would expose it to 
the sacrifices of a routed army.

TO THE EDITOR OF THE TIMES. 

I deem it a duty I owe to my fellow-citizens to request 

ra to publish the commnnication herewith enclosed, re- 
lieived by me through the Post-office. I beg leave to 
istate for myself in relation to it that I have not instigated 
nor encouraged the meeting referred to, and knew of it 
■first by a newspaper advertisement, and may feel regret 
iif it shall occur. I am also gratelnl to the personal 
friends who warned me of the danger of being present; 
but I shall not, on account of personal risk, hesitate in 
asserting my rights as an American citizen on that or 
any other lawful occasion. I hope I shall never become 
so base and recreant to republican principles as to forego 
tbe blood-bonght rights transmitted to me by my fathers, 
and gnaranteed to every American citizen by tbe Consti¬ 
tution of the United States, and constitution and laws of 
Virginia, as to be driven from tbe discharge of my politi¬ 
cal dnties by threats or intimation of violence, emanat¬ 
ing from any self-constituted body of men unknown to 
our laws. 

I do not say this in the spirit of defiance, and trust and 
beg of my fellow-citizens to permit no state of things to 
arise by which a respectable class of men must be com¬ 
pelled to feel themselves degraded and false to liberty, or 
must subject themselves to violence in vindication of it. 
If tbe meeting referred to on the 18th shall be held, I 
shall be found, I trust, as I ever have been with thousands 
of my enlightened fellow-citizens, the advocate of free 
speech, and the rights of the citizens to use it, and amen¬ 
able only for its abuse to the laws. I believe this a tiiue, 
above all others we have yet seen, when the interchange 
of sentiment and opinion in reference to the political 
affairs of onr nation oRnuU Do •poav ireeiy expressed. 
iTO>r, -wucu Troicni-prejudlces have grown formidable in 
entire sections, and political demagogues of all parties 
misrepresent the intentions of each other, and threaten a 
dissolution of our Union in case of the success of their 
opponents. I say at a time like this, the present inter- 
ghanveof sentimBn‘; fR''nW that those violent pre¬ 
judice may be mollified, and each become wmiug nr vu 
and remain good citizens and obedient to tbe laws as ex¬ 
pressed by the majority of our countrymen, so long as 
they shall be administered according to our constitution 
md bill of rights. 

I believe with Thomas Jefferson that even error may 
safely be tolerated whilst truth is left free to combat it, 
and' the palladium of American liberty consists in the 
liberty of speech and the press, and I tor one, with, as I 
believe, millions of enlightened men, do not care to survive 
its overthrow, and see substituted in its place the most 
tyrannical of all governments on earth—an unconstitu¬ 
tional democracy, or an aristocratic oligarchy. 

A strong political sentiment being antagonistical to 
the interests of our glorious Old Dominion, this must be 
left open for discussion. But as I have been branded aa 
an Abolitionist, and as that word seems to be sufficient to 
blacken any man, no matter with how much propriety he 
may have conducted himself as a citizen of twelve years 
residence, I will take this occasion to state that I am not 
an Abolitionist. If the question of emancipation was left 
to my decision tonlay I would not incur the respoiisibility 
of freeing the slaves in Virginia.

I am 
willing that it should spread no further, but if it must I 
want some arbitrary line established by Congress, where 
slavery may go, and its rights and limits defined so that 
the discordant element of slavery and free labour shall not 
have in the future to contend with each other for supremacy 
on tbe same soil, threatening as at this moment in Kansas 
to plunge the nation into a civil war, creating sectional 
animosities, and making enemies of those who else would 
have remained brothers.
